COMPLETION OF THE NEW AMERICAN CYCLOP-EDIA. 


D. Appteton & Co., have just published the last instalment of this great 
work, which has been nearly six years in passing through their presses. The 
sixteenth and last volume is now being delivered to subscribers, and so great 
has been the demand for complete sets of the work as it drew near its end, 
that it has been found impossible to fill the orders as fast as they have been 
received, The editors and the public have equal reason to congratulate each 
other upon the remarkable success of the work, and the conscientious and 
satisfactory manner in which it has been prepared. It is steadily advancing 
in popular favor, and we believe it is now geuerally admitted, to be the best 
Cyclopedia extant in the English language, and in some important respects, 
superior to any that has yet been produced in any p:.rt of the world. It does 
ample justice to our own country, its history, statistics, geography, literature, 
and public men, and this alone gives it a recommendation to Americans which 
no other Cyclopedia possesses.

They even ailirm 
that wise men are discovering hidden treasures, concealed wisdom, in many of 
these marvelous stories about giants ; and about kings and queens, with (usually) 
three sons or three daughters, the interest of the stories commonly turning, like 
that of the story of Cupid and Psyche, upon the youngest child.”

matter, a full statement of some of the more popular systems of teaching. 
They also publish J will be a Soldier, a book for Boys, by Mrs. L. C. Tuthill, 
embellished with wood cuts. 


F. Leyrotpt publishesya beautiful little volume containing The Ice Maiden 
and other Tales, by Hans Christian Andersen, translated by Fanny Fuller. The 
book is a charming specimen of good printing, good binding, and good taste, 
and is embellished with a photographic frontispiece. 


G. W. Cuirps has ready Zhe National Almanac and Annual Record for the 
Year 1868. ‘This valuable work is intended to fill the place left vacant by 
the decease of the late lamented ‘‘ American Almanac,” published for so many 
years by Messrs. Crosby & Nichols, and popular as that well known periodi- 
eal deservedly was, the present Almanac will no doubt have a still wider 
circulation than its predecessor. It is much larger than the “ American,” for 
it contains no fewer than 700 pages. It gives the results of the 8th census ; 
elaborate statistics of the Federal Govern: ent and the respective States; the 
governments of the old world and the soi-disant government of the C.S. A.; a 
priced list of books published in the U.S. in 1862, prepared by S. Austin 
Allibone; obituaries and records of events for 1861 and 1862, thus bridging 
over the chasm of two years between the death of the old “ American” and 
the birth of the new ‘ National,” valuable meteorological information ; and 
miscellaneous articlos, among which we find complete army and navy lists, 
the new tariff and the tax law, prices of leading articles in the New York 
markets from 1855 to 1862, and papers on the Coast-survey, iron-clad war- 
vessels, petroleum, ete.
